CLAIMS 



What is claimed to be new and desired to be protected by Letters Patent is set forth in 
the appended claims. 



I claim: 



1 . A dice, comprising: 

a) a plurality of faces; 

b) wherein each of said faces has at least one number disposed 

thereon; 

c) wherein each of said faces has substantially an equal chance of 
being rolled on each cast of the dice; and, 

d) means for braking the dice whereby the dice is braked as the dice 

rolls on a surface. 

2. The dice of Claim 1, wherein there are 100 faces. 



3. The dice of Claim 1 , wherein said means for braking comprises a plurality 
of effectively sized particles disposed internal the dice. 



4. The dice of Claim 3, wherein said means for braking comprises an effective 
number of effectively sized particles disposed internal the dice. 



5. A dice, comprising: 

a) a spherical dice having a plurality of &ces, v^herein each of said 
faces has at least one number disposed thereon; 

b) an upper and lower hali^ wherein each said half has an inner shell 
and an outer shell, wherein the dice has a cavity therein; 

c) wherein said inner and outer shells are joined together and said 
upper and lower halves are joined together; and, 

d) a braking system being disposed in said cavity, wherein the dice is 
braked as the dice rolls on a sur&ce. 

6. The dice of Claim 5, wherein said braking system comprises an effective 
number of effectively sized particles so that the dice is braked as the dice rolls on a sur&ce. 

7. The dice of Claim 6, wherein said inner and outer shells are joined together 
using a protrusion on said outer shell and a mating aperture on said inner shell. 

8. The dice of Claim 7, wherein said outer shells of said upper and lower 
halves are sonicly welded together. 
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9. The dice of Claim 8, wherein said inner shells of said upper and lower 
halves are press fit together. 



10. The dice of Claim 9, wherein there are 100 faces, wherein each of said 100 
£ices has substantially an equal chance of being rolled on each cast of the dice. 

11. A dice, comprising: 

a) a dice having a plurality of &ces, wherein said dice has a cavity 

therein; and, 

b) a braking system being disposed in said cavity, wherein the dice is 
braked as the dice rolls on a sur&ce. 

1 2. The dice of Claim 1 1 , wherein said braking system comprises an effective 
number of effectively sized particles so that the dice is Inraked as the dice rolls on a sur&ce. 
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
